Among them, we might mention 
the United Grain Growers of 
Canada, the Land o’ Lakes Cream- 
ery Co. of Minnesota, the Orange 
Growers of California, the co- 
operatives of Denmark, and any 
in the British Isles, including the 


Scottish Co-Operative ‘Society— 
probably the cidest and most suc- 
cessful one in existence. 


They have been successful, over 
a period of years, because they 
spent their time and energy in 
looking after their own business 
—rather than “rapping” their 
competitors. 

These co-operatives handle var- 
ious products—and the fluctua- 
tions in price of these commodi- 
ties have been just as viclent— 


downward during recent years— 
as the fluctuations in wheat- but 


no suggestion comes from any of 
them to solve that problem by 
developing a “national marketing 
agency” and not one of them 
would seriously consider turning 
their business over to any gov- 
ernmental agency. They have not 
asked governments to support 
them financially, end taxpayers 
have never been requested to pay 
any of their losses. 

Instead of “rapping” the Grain 
Exchange and the merchandisers 
of grain who have never called 
upon the government for assst- 
ance, and who are now forced, 
as taxpayers, to pay seme of the 
pool iosses, why don't the pvol 
orators and editors tell the pe pie 
how they merchandised ‘or tail- 
ed to merchandise) the crops of 
1926 and 1929" 

How much has their experument 
in marketing systems cost the 
farmers; the provincial and Do- 
minion governments, and how 
much will it cost the taxpayers in 
the end? 

We are al) interested in that 
marketing system which gives tbe 
farmer more dollars for his pro- 
duct st the country station and 
which gives the consumer the 


most product for his dollar. That 


| is what we call merchandising. 


We have had fluctuations in the

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


It would be a hard task to find an article of diet 
more written about than milk, which has been 
called the most nearly perfect food, The beautie: 
of the Roman era are said to have taken baths in 
milk; and we hear a great deal about the extremely 
long and healthful lives of peoples using an abund. 
ance of fermented or soured milk; three thousand 
yeary ago Moses laid down the rule that milk and 
meat should not be taken together and this still 
stands today as.a sound rule to follow. The latest 
news is to feed vitamin D to cows as it is thought 
that milk from them will help to prevent rickets 
in babies. 

When we speak of milk we refer to cows’ milk 
although that from buffalos, asses, goats and rein- 
deer has been used. I am firmly convinced that 
milk is one of the most valuable foods, provided 
one understands its proper use in the diet. Cor- 
rectly combined it makes a good food for bot! 
children and adults and babies thrive on pure milk 
and orange juice. 

Milk contains important amounts of caléium and 
phosphorous and these elements are needed to build 
good bones. Calcium is often deficient in the aver- 
age diet, but both milk and leafy vegetables are 
rich in it and these two foods should therefore be 
used to give the calcium which might otherwise be 
lacking. 

Whole milk is one of the best sources of Vitamin 
A and it contains vitamin B, as well. Milk is 
classed as a protein food, protein being used in the 
body to rebuild worn-out tissues. Milk also con- 
tains fat and carbohydrate and must be considered 
as a very nourishing food. Many people look on it 
as a drink, but it should be regarded as a solid 
food and should be “chewed” in the mouth, 
such it becomes after forming in curds from th« 
action of the stomach juices, Instead of swallowing 
it in big gulps, you should mix it around in the 
mouth with the saliva, and swallow it in small 


sips. One taking a quart of milk will get about the | 


same values as though he had made a meal of meat, 
butter and sugar. Milk is lacking in iron and vita- 
min C but, if orange juice is added to it, or tomato 
juice, one may live on the combination for years. 


Those following milk diets for stomach ulcers 
for several weeks or months will be well-nourished, 
provided that they use from four to six quarts of 
milk per day and providing they use some of the 
fresh acid fruit juices in addition. 

Milk has been called a “protective food.” By 
this is meant that it contains food elements which 
make up for those lacking in a diet of proteins, 
grains and tubers. By using milk the diet will be 
better balanced than it would be if meat and bread 
were used alone. Other protective foods are raw 
fruits and leaf vegetables. 

The greater mistake made with milk is using it 
at a full meal already containing meat and bread. 
This makes a poor combination. The best- way 
to take milk is to use a quart of milk as a meal, 
say for lunch. One glassful may be taken every 
fifteen minutes until four have been taken. It is 
helpful to add orange juice, or to use acid fruits 
aleng with the milk meal as the fruit acids help 
to digest the milk curds. Thus milk and cherries, 
or milk and oranges may be used, forming a deli- 
cious, digestible and nourishing lunch.

CHICAGO, Jan. 25—Suit for $40,- 
000,000 damages were filed in the 
United States District court Tuesday 
against Samuel Insull and the ens | 
tire board of directors of insull | 
Utility Investments, Inc., $500,000,000 
investment trust now in receiver 


ship. 

The bill of complaint charged the 
Girectors authorized payment of 
stock dividends in 1929, 1950, 1931 
and 1932, though the company had 
no surplus ,and that consequently 
each board member is liable for 
damages. 

The suit was filed in behalf of a 
score of stockholders in mid-west- 
ern states by Attorney Lewis Jacob- 
sen, who also represented petition- 
ing creditors in the bankrupt ac- 
tion 

Other charges are that between 
Dec. 1, 1931, and April 16, 1932, the 
date of the receivership, the board | 
“approved large sums in settlement 
of claims and law suits” and that 
large blocks of stock of question- 
able value were purchased. 

By defaulting interest payments 
on debentures, the suit alleges, the 
Company owes the entire princpal 
of approximately $40,000,000 al- 
though some of the debentures do 
not mature for several years.
